A group of New York physicians 
making a study of heart disease in- 
vestigated a number of cases of 
persons Gying with rheumatic heart 
disease. Of the 161 cases studied, 
106 showed evidence of active infec- 
tion and of these 103 ended fatally 
as a result of failure of the blood 
to continue circulating. Where this 
failure of the heart occurs during 
the first fifty years of life in per- 
sens who have a defect of the

Witnessing and © teaching have 
been closely related in the found- 
ing of Christianity and in its pro- 
eress, The true witness is a teacher, 
and the true teacher is a witness. 
Here, In two passages—one from 
the Gospel and one from the Book 
of the Ac wwe hinye insistonce on 
the power of teaching. Perhaps iw 
should be said that we haye insist- 
enee on the power of learning. 
Jesus, in the passage from Mat- 
thew's Gospel, is speaking of “the 
difference that there is among hear-

ers. Byen a preat teacher cannot 
{do much for those unwilling to 
learn, 


The man in contact with a greal 
teacher, who is eager to know and 
to put in pracuice the things theut 
the master has to teach, is like a 
wise man who builds his house upon 
a rock—that is, upon a.sure foun- 
dation, 

Whereas a man who hears the 
teacher, bub who pays llttle heed, 
and who has no purpose to put the 
teachings into practice, is like’ a 
foolish man who builds his house 
upon the sands, where the winds 
and floods make hayee of it. 


Is not this the plain expression 
of what we see again and again 
manifested in life? 

@ne boy goes to college, possibly 
to the finest university in the 
country. He has every epportunity, 
of learning and improying his mind 
and fitting himself for jife, but he 
either makes a failure of the thing 
Ter he “gets by” deriving little real 
benefit, even if he does succeed in 
passing his examinations. 

Another student accepts his op- 
portunity with eagerness. Educa- 
tion for him is not a matter merely 


of fulfilling certain requirements, | 
bul he comes ‘to have Nis mind | 
filled and his soul stirred so hab 
he may go out into life well equip- 
pedy not having: learned everything, 
but having found the way of ia 
proyement and service, 
Undoubtedly we have these two 
sorts even ta the schools of Christ. 
‘There are those wnose professed al- 
Joylance to Him {4 formal and Iife- 
loss: His ‘teawehings have never en- 
riched and glorified their lives, 
There are others to whom He 1s 
the supreme teacher; to sit ob Hs 
feet and to learn of Him or to fol- 
low in His footsteps in ways of 
service isi the highest quest of life. 


Fortunately, we may speak of 
these’ things not as matters of the- 
ory, but as matters of practice. 
There are men who so learned of 


Christ that their lives became an} 
inspiration to others. 
It ‘happens ‘here in our lesson 


that there is reference to one of} 
‘these who was named Apollos. we} 
do not know a great deal about 
him; We do know that he was & 
man of elequence with whom Panl 
was sometimes unfavorably com- 
pared, because Paul was, apparent- 
ly, not so eloquent and attractive 
in his personality. 

The power of this man Apollos 
was that he was well equipped and 
prepared. He was “mighty in the 
Scriptures,” 

How can a man teach unless he 
has learned well? Possibly we are 
inclined today to see Paul and Apol- 
jos as rivals. In reality in the early 
church they were men laboring for 
the common goal of bringing men 
and women to the way of Christ, 
and the power of each was the -pow- 
er of what he had learned and what 
jie was enabled to» teach: others by 
precept and by example.

HISTORY OF CURLING

Curling is one game which his- | 
torians do not claim originated in

ke's All Sports Record Book states 
it is undoubtedly a European cre- 
ation but the exact spot in whicii 
(it started is open to argument, It 
come into being as a game the lat- 
ter part of the 15th century and 
was soon being played exlensively 
in countries haying ice in the win- 
ter, 


Scotch Built Game 

If the Scottish people did not cre- 
ate curling, they certainly are to he 
credited with its development and} 
Progress, and curling was Scotland's 
national winter sport as early as 
the 16th century for in 1528, a Scot 
named Cameron who had gone to 
sea and inspected the Orkney Is- | 
lands, said in his report that “they 
many llent stones for 
the game of curling.” 

The game was played in Scotland 
for three centuries without, definite 
rules or a governing body, size of 
ice, number of players and other 
variances keeping regulations con- 
fused.

Although it is less exciting to 
fulfill a part-scoro contract than 
to mako a game or Slam, to play 
Part-scoro hands carelessly is to

Had South, instead of careful- 
ly trying for every possibility, 
carelessly drawn trumps and de- 


pended upon the club finesse, he 
would not have made his contract 
and tho subsequent sets because 
of tho part-score would never 
have materialized.

Operation of the Public School 
Inspectors be solicited with a view 
to having this lesson taught as one 
of the agriculture lessons for the 
month of January.

It was not the feeling of the 
meeting that any county-wide 
clean-up campaign shoulg be inau- 
gurated, but rather that assistance 
should be available to any group 
of farmers in any part of the coun- 
ty who wished to get together and 
have their horses treated for this 
pest, which is such a nuisance, and 
also causes great annual loss, 


It was pointeg out that one treat- 
ment in order to be effective 
against all three varieties of Bot 
flies, ie., the nose Bot Fly, the chin 
Bot Fly and the common Bot Fly, 
Must be given before the end of 
January. 


The matter df warbles in the 
backs of cattle was also discussed. 
The work done in the five south 
townships last spring was com- 
Mended and it was the consensus 
of opinion that through the assis- 
tance of key-men in each school 
section, this work should be: spread 
over the whole county next spring. 
Warbles require three ireatments, 
one in March, one in April and one 
in May, the last thing before cattle 
are turned out on pasture.

MODERN LIGHTING 


Another evidence that Lindsay's 
new rink will be as modern as it +s 
possible to make a rink, is the fact 
that there will ibe an electric time 
clock installed and an _ electric 
sound system. This will come as a 
surprise to many people who real- 
ize the cost of installing an electric 
time clock. 

The clock is being donated by a 
prominent Canadian firm and will 
be a decided asset to the rink as it 
will enable all those present fo 
watch the passage of the time at 
a hockey match. The ciock will 
measure the minutes in each per- 
jiod of hockey ang also overtime. 
The rink committee feel that they 
are very fortunate in getting a do- 
nation of this kind. 

The electric sound system will 
enable the management of the rink 
(o make any announcement they 
wish. It will also be used to play 
music between periods and after 
games in the same manner as ‘n 
large city rinks. The microphone 
will be in the office of the rink, 
but should occasion demand, it can 
be moved to different j:arts of the 
rink as there is a long extension 
Wire that can be fastened to the 
“mike”. 

The roof is almost entirely on the 
building now, and the work has 
begun inside. Carpenters are busy 


al the present time sawing and 
cutting lumber for the seats, The 
ice surface has been marked out 


and the seats will probably go up 
this week. There will be four tiers 
of seats on each side and at the 
back with a large gallery in the 
front that will be used as reserved 
Seats. 

The electricians also started their 
activity today and temporary lights 
will have been put up by evening 
so that work can be cone after 
dark. At the present ‘ime the type 
of lighting to be useq has not been 
made public, but it is expected that 
it will be in line with the Test of

Must Age 
Six Weeks 


When fresh Chrisumas Cake was. 
served long ago, the company at 
once catalogued tne hostess. She 
was dilatory and careless! Every 
good housewife gaye her Christmas 
Cake at least six weeks to ripen. 
In November, when the fine cakes 
were taken from their pans, they 
were brushed lightly with brandy, 
port, or grape julce, and stored} 
away to let all thelr fruit favors 
blend until the merry Christmas; 
dinner. 

No modern speed artist has found 
a short cut to developing that fine 
“Christmassy” flavor and smell) in 
less than six weeks. But modern dl- 
etitians have worked out receipes 
that take the gamble from making 
costly cakes. ' 

They say a cake is only as good 
as its ingredients. Grocers in Can- 
ada order the highest quality flour, 
spices, fruit and peel for the Christ- 
mas trade. These should be used, 
and carefully tested recipes followed 


| 


accurately togive « perfect Christ- 
mas cake, 
Flour is very important in all 


cake-making. Soft red winter wheat 
flour, that is finely milled, gives a 
most delicately textured cake be- 
cause it allows maximum expansion 
of the batter. When a recipe calls 
for cake flour, all the other ingredi- 
ents have been worked out in pro- 
per proportion. To use another type 
of flour, throws out the whole reci- 
pe and makes another cake failure. 

Dark fruit cake has always been 
popular, although the lighter white 
cake is gaining in favor. The latter 
is made with egg whites and only 
half the amount of shortening re- 
quired by its heavier brother. 

WHITE FRUIT CAKE 
4 cups sifted cake flour. 
1 teaspoon baking powder. 
Ys teaspoon soda. 
% teaspoon salt. 
1 lb. sultana raisins. 
1% lb, citron, finely cut. 
% Ib, each, crystallized orange 
peel, lemon peel, pineapple and red 
cherries, finely cut. 
1 ¥b. blanched almonds, 
chopped. 
1 cup butter or other shortening. 
1% cups sugar. 
aT tabiespoon lemon juice. 
10 egg whites, stiffly beaten. 

To get best results in beating 
the egg whites, bring eggs into warm 
room some hours before using. Beat 
until toist and they will stand 
in peaks, but not until dry. Sift flour 
once, measure, add baking powder, 
soda and ‘salt, and sift together 
three times. Sift 1 cup of flour mix- 
ture over fruit and nuts and mix 
thoroughly as this will prevent the 
fruit from sinking to the bottom of 
the cake. Cream shortening thor- 
oughly, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together until light and fluf- 
fy. Add remaining flour mixture to 
creamed mixture, a small amount 
at a time, Beat after each addition 
until smooth. Add lemon  julce, 
fruits and nuts. Fold in egg whites. 
Pour into paper-lined tube pan or 
small bread pans 2 x 2% x 4% ins. 
Bake in slow oven (250 degrees F.) 
2% hours, then increase to 300 De- 
grees F. for 15 minutes. Do not re- 
move from pans until cake’ ts cold 
Makes 6 pounds fruit cake. 

DARK CHRISTMAS CAKE 
1 1b, (4% cups) sifted cake flour. 

1 teaspoonful ibaking powder. 

44 teaspoon cloves. 

1% teaspoon cinnamon. 

% teaspoon mace. 

1 1b, butter or other shortening. 

1 lb, brown sugar, 

10 eggs, well beaten. 

Jb. candied cherries. 

\% cup elder. 

1% 1b, candied pineapple, 

1 lb, dates, seeded’ and sliced. 

1 1b. raisins, 

1 lb. currants, 

4% Ib, citron, thinly sliced. 

4 }b, candied orange, orange and 
lemon peel, 

% |b, nut meats, chopped. 

1 cup honey. 

1 cup molasses. 

Sl{t flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and spices, and sift to- 
gether 3 times. Cream shortening 
thoroughly, add sugar gradually, 
and cream together until light and 
fluffy, Add eggs, fruits, peel, nuts, 
cider, honey and molasses. Add flour 
gradually. Turn into pans which 
have been greased, lined with heavy 
paper, and greased again. Bake in 
slow oven (250 degrees F.) until 
thoroughly done, Cool in pans. For 
large loaves bake in 8 x 4x 3 inch 
pans about four hours. For small 
loaves bake in 6 x 3 x 245 inch pans 
about 2% to 3 hours. This makes 
about 10 potinds fruit cake, To

Two- 
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Illiteracy In Ontario 


Tt may surprise most of us to Jearn that in Ontario 
there are 156,626 people over five years of ase who cai 
neither read nor write, and 9.290 who can 1ead only. 
This, at first blush, and i the light of our claims 
about the finest educational system in the world, plus 
millions spent on education, seems disturbing. 

But it needn't be. Ontario, after all, has a popula- 
tion of 3,500,000, and if 156,626 of these, including a 
goodly number of children between the ages of five 
and eight years, plus a good many others who did not 
have the advantages of the existi educational 
tem, are unable to read or write, there is ttle for 
rm. 

Actually, Ontario's literacy percentage is 94.81, this 
comparing with a percentage for the Dominion as a 
whole of 92.34, and with Quebec percentage of 90.30. 
Thirty years ago the literacy percentage for the whole 
of Canada was 82.88 per cent.; the percentage for 
Ontario correspondingly low. 

It is right, of course, and commendable, to aspire 
to 100 per cent. perfection in literacy, bus we know 
of no nation that has achieved it, and ib is to be 
doubted whether any nation ever will. Moreover, it 
is important not to confuse literacy with education.

Care of Cemeteries 


For many years there he keen discussion re- 
garding the neglect of o meterjes throughout the 
province. This has reswt a yasl improvement. 


Many communities have formed boards to care for 


these burial places in which rest thousand» of On- 
tario’s respected pioneers. Legislation w sed by 
the province providing for inspection the en- 
forcement of the law where neglect existed. Many 


communities undertook the care of these grave-yards 
with the result that they are now places of beauty. 

In discussing the action of a village not long ago 
in the western part of the province, which set aside 
a sum of $900 realized from community enterprises 
for the {mprovement of its cemetery, The Brockville 
Recorder and Times very appropriately sa “This 
little incident is indicative of a new interest in the 
welfare of rural cemeteries which is sweeping over 
different parts of the province. In other yeurs resi- 
dents of the villages were content to allow their 
hurying-grounds to remain in a state of neglect and 
disorder, with only an occasional plot displaying evi- 
dence of affection and care. More recent}, however, 
they have begun to realize thal a neglected cemetery 
in just as much a black mark agaznst the community 
as a neglected church, or @ neglected school house, 


and in many places they are veginning to make 
amends for the years in which no person has paid 
much attention to the graveyards or taken much in- 
terest in their preservation,” 

In the particular place referred to the eltizens had 
the choice of three alternatives, devoting the money 
to the interest of the public Library, furnishing im~- 
proved facilities for the school, or applying it to the 
maintenance of the cemetery. To their creait it was 
appropriated to the latter. Nothing is more gratify 
Ing as one motors through rural Ontarlo than to see 
the remarkable improvement that has taken place in 
the care of the sleeping places of the dead. Tt ts 
to be hoped that the movement will develop into a 
veritable religious and patriotic ernsade, until

HID ARTICLES IN SNOW 


The local young;man who was 
arrested on Saturday night on a 
charge of theft of goods {yom cars 
in front of the curling rink was, 
today, sentenced to ten dys in the 
County Jail by Magistrate E. A.

THE X-RAY TREATMENT OF 
GOITRE 
In former days patients cculd not 
be blamed for not wanting to 
undergo operation for goitre, as it 
meant in most cases travelling to 
a distant city—away from friends 
and home—and the knowledge that 
the operation was considered dan- 
gerous. 
‘Today, however, the cperation is 
performed everywhere throughout 
the civilizeq world anc the results 
are very satisfactory. Not with- 
Standing this fact many patients 
are fearful Of operations and allow 
the goitre to develop’ to such an ex- 
tent that thefr life is endangered. 
and they finally have to submit to 
operation under less fayorable con- 
ditions than if they had undergone 
the operation sooner, 
However, operation isn't always 
the only method of treatment and 
Dr. Geo. E. Pfabler, Philadelphia. 
whom in a previous article, says 
that many specialists Eelleye that 
X-ray treatment gives cxceilent re- 
sults in all cases of goitre in which 
the patient is not dangerously © 
with alarming heart sjmptoms, or 
is not suffering from the pressure 
of the goitre. 
The advantages of the use of the 
X-rays instead of surgery are: 
(1) The fear of opemtion is re- 
moved and therefore the patient is 
more likely to come urder treat- 
ment early, and before any damage 
is done to the heart. 

(2) Due to the removal of the 

fear of operation, and carly treat— 
ment, the patients are not inter- 
rupted in ther occupation. When 
the disease is well advanced, or ser- 
ious symptoms are present, they 
must, however, be put af rest. 
(3) There is no pain or shock 
and no great inconvenience, if the 
condition is treated reasonably 
early. b: 

(4) Patients with advanced dis- 
ease or serious heart complications 
may be treated without shock, and 
if radium is used. need not even be! 
removed from their rooms. 

(5) There is no risk of ceath from 
the treatment. 

(6) There is an absence of scars, 
or any ‘hard white luntps of scar 
tissue. 

(7) The results are sbout equal 
to those obtained Dy surgical opera- 
tion. 

The treatments are given every 3 
weeks and the number of treat- 
ménts is from 4 to 6. If there is 
no improvement after about 6 
treatments other methods should 
be used. 

It can thus be seen that there 
is no need to delay treatment in 
geitre cases as the X-ray treat- 
ment gives results where the pa- 
tient dislikes or canno: undergo 
operation. a
